A complete Air Cadet Squadron un¬ 
der the sponsorship of Winnipeg 
Lodge of B’nai B’rith and under the 
control of B’nai B’rith Air Cadet 
Officers has been formed for youth 
between the ages of 14 to 16. There 
are also a limited number of openings 
for Junior Air Cadets between the 
ages of 12 to 13. 

This squadron is part of the Air 
Cadet League of Canada which has 
been formed for the purpose of offer¬ 
ing lads organized preparatory instruc¬ 
tion and to give unity, force and di¬ 
rection to their energies and interests. 
The primary object of the League is 
to give Canadian boys an opportunity 
to develop their interest in aviation 
and to lay a foundation of sound 
knowledge upon which they can build. 
Physical as well as mental needs are 
emphasized and health training is a 
fundamental part of the air cadet 
activities. 


Development of Character Is the Main 
Objective 

Actually, the goal of the Air Cadet 
League may be defined as the crea¬ 
tion of a nation-wide organization of 
our finest youth, educated in a demo¬ 
cratic manner, with clear minds and 
strong bodies, trained in co-operative 
effort, possessing the qualities of lea¬ 
dership, which will assure their suc¬ 
cess in every walk of life, whether 
Military or Civil, commercial or pro¬ 
fessional, domestic or industrial. 

No Military Obligation 

It is important to note that while the 
Air Cadet League of Canada is under 
the supervision of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, the League’s responsibility 
is entirely civilian and there is no obli¬ 
gation upon the cadet to the R.C.A.F. 
after graduation. The particular in¬ 
terest of the R.C.A.F. in the group is 
to give proper guidance to the B’nai 
B’rith civilian committee in charge of 
the squadron to ensure the cadets re¬ 
ceiving the proper course of instruc¬ 
tion. While the squadron is patterned 
along the lines of the Air Force, it is 
nevertheless a youth development 
scheme, designed to foster and stimu¬ 
late leadership among our boys.
